Were a ihip to arrive from 
Kn|;land this very day, bringing advicei 
that Lord Siisuv 1 ! Laud Act, in to far 
as il relates to upiel price, had been re- 
pealed, ami Ihe pric* reiuettl from twenty 
shilling, tu rialf-a-crovcn, a juit and »*- 
UsfBCtory teitlenieat wutild he ai distanl 
ami hiijieless as ever. The fujidameotal 
i Loan upon which alone iuch a neuleuieut 
can rest, would still have to be laid, 

Had the Council been conlilbtnt with 
themselves, aud tiue lo the just claims of 
the colonists, Ihey would have refuted, 
in limine, lo have anything whatever lo 
do with the Laud Question, until their 
right to deal with it ihould have heen *i>« 
lemoly recognised by the Imperial Fat' 
liament. At any rate, thry would have 
made tht tutertioa uf thii right the but* 
of whatever resolution! or monimtntuv 
tions thej might have thought proper to 
adopt, The repeal of Httioa B of the 
Land Act, 5 and S Victoria, cap. 3B, 
tixiug the upset price, ought to have been 
regarded by them u a secondary mid sub- 
ordinate object. All their energies tliould 
have been employed iu seeking the repeal 
of lection 29 of the Constitution Act, i 
and B Victoria, cap. 743, which forbidi 
them to ' interfere in any manner 
with the tale or other appropriation 
of the lauda belonging lo the Crown, 
or with the revenue thetice amine.' 
This it the grand stumbling block io the 
way of a juit and tatiifactorj settlement. 
Nu process of trttlemeni in which the no- 
lo Dim are forbidden lo have a voice can 
be regarded by them si juit ; and to in- 
telligent and free-ipirited Englishmen, 
nothing that il unjuit can be latiifac- 
tory. 

Here, then, Mr. Lowe misted hi* way. 
Instead of grasping a vital principle, 
he began with nibbling at a detail. In- 
stead of asserting, on the very threihhold, 
the right of the colony to legislate, in 
co ii junction with Ihe Crown, fir it, on the 
sate or other appropriation of the waste 
lands, and, secondly, on the application 
ol the revenue thence ariiing, he laYuhed 
the charms of his eloquence on une of Ihe 
many particulars which that right in- 
cludes, He luw carried his point , lint 
what haa lie gained thereby 1 A little 
increase to the fame be had already ac 
quired is a brilliant nntur, and more than 
a little to his repute as a bad politician 
And w hat has the colony gained ? The 
declaration by a nij. t.t, uf the Counc.l 
uf two opinions : one, that the present 
minimum price of land is loo high, which 
not one man iu ten thousand of ns doubts, 
and which has long been on record in the 
Council* printed proceedings , and the 
other, by implication, lhat if Hinisten 
will only gel the upiet price of land ' re- 
duced to a Bum not eaxeeding it* value,' 
nothing will then be want! ngto the aetdiog 
f T th* Squalling queiliun ' on a jmt and 
satisfactory bun.' Here we have a truiim 
for a poitulatej and an untruth fur a 
tone to tion. 

Aud what will Mr. CruniTONK think of 
all this 1 What can the Right Koftorable 
gentleman think, but that the LandQuei- 
tion uf New Sum h Wale* lies iu a nut-! 
■hell— thai he has only to do that which 
he ii already more than half-inclined to 
do, repeal section S of hit preslecejaor'i 
Land Act, and the colunitta will at once 
give up all pretention! to hire the terrtlo- 
rial re venuei placed under the control of 
their Legislature. And luppoae he mates 
thii very eaiy conceuiun. Will it not he 
made on the faith of this undemanding 1 
Will he not act on the pledge ohviuuily 
implied in Mr. Lowa'i resolutions 1 And 
will he not beat much juitiued in holding 
the colonist* to the "cow-aci'' of their 
Council, aa they have been in holding the 
Ctoverument to the 
Ru ritan fiotiata * 

Having thus cipoied the grievous mil- 
take into which a majority of (he Council 
have been tednctd by the glowing geuim 
of the hanurable moter, we, shall to-mor- 
row look into tbe points so prematurely 
raised— those, namely, relating lo the oc- 
cupancy of Crown Lands.

The piisonor then swore 
positleely thlt Crow hid puaheri him out of 
the kitchen door, when he llnmhled and fell, 
and that ha (Crow) hid tired *t bim with t 
gun while ha wu tiling from th* ground. On 
th* other hand. It was aworn distinctly, by se- 
vanl vritntawa, that tha prisoner had, on tht 
occasion alluded to, been rery violent and out- 
rageous in hi* conduct, and thlt Crow, inatud 
of firing the gun tt him hid only fired wide of 
hint, lor the jBrpoaeofintimidaliou.
